Freedom of Press Guarded, 

“The freedom of the press,” said his 
lordship, “is of course to be carefully 
guarded by the courts, and vigorous 
eriticism of public men should not 
in the public interest be unduly re- 
strained; but there is another side to 
remiembered which is flat the 
willingness of geod citizens to serve 
in municipal affairs is often repres 1 
by fear of unjust and unfair attacks 
upon them.” 

Mr. Justice Stuart said that ‘the
